We extend a liearty welcome to the new- 
ly lormed ^lontreal branch of the Graduates 
Society of this University. Presumably up till 
ihc present it ha? been assumed that since the 
head quarters of the parent Graduate Society 
was in the city that there was no need for a 
branch in the city, it is obvious, however, that 
the parent organization burdened with the re- 
sponsibilities of a wide spread society of grad- 
uates cannot give much attention to the local 
group, even though probably the most import- 
ant single group of graduates existing.

Two thirds of a group closest 
in touch with the doings of their Alma Mater 
have dropped apparently out of contact witli 
the University altogether, are losing interest 
are losing interest in its welfare, and are fail- 
ing to give it the support which it is the privil- 
ege of a graduate to give. If the newly formed 
Sbciety can do anything to better this state of 
affairs they will have more than justified their 
exi.stence. If. too. they can do anything to 
hurry along the advent of our by now. almost 
legendary proposed gymnasium, they will re- 
ceive a very hearty vote of thanks from the 

students. 

i AVIiile we wish to give gi-aduàtès a real in- 
tei-est in their University, their full measure 
of praise, there are some who take, not only the 
hélpful interest that really )x)05ts the Univer- 
sity along, an interest that extends to the 
pôint of attemptinp to run things for the stu- 
dents and the University authorities. It is hard 
for a man who has an active part in student 
affairs, to find Ivmself, by the act of gradua- 
tion, suddenly an'butsider in the realm of stu- 
dent government, compelled to look on at the 
new generation of student leaders who liave 
taken hold of things, and who are he is con- 
vinced, running everything wrongly. It is a 
temptation to jump back and tell people how 
the thin^r really .should be done. Sometimes that 
is what happens, and some graduates in the 
honest attempt to give good advice, find, to 
their surprise, that advice is not really want- 
ed, and that the old habit of mankind, of pre- 
f ering to learn by his own sometimes bitter ex- 
perience, holds for students too. 

There is a large jjlace. however for the un- 
dej-graduate in fields outside the sphere of 
student activitie.s, and in realms peculiarly his 
own. He is in the position of knowing the Uni- 
versity rhoi'oughly. yet of being able to look at 
it from the outside impartially. There are 
many ways he can bbost his University. He 
can take jjart of liis wordly goods and help it 
the way that will do most good, financially. 
There are many opportunities that a leal Jive 
graduate has in giving of his training and ex- 
perience to little things around the University 
;tliiat help a great deal. Any graduate who takes 
jraia-eal interest in the University will find a 
"great deal that he can do, many of them small 
things in themselves, but which mean much to 
the University when taken altogether. 

We mighi suggest that to those who wish 
to keep in touch with the University that the 
subscribe to the Daily, if they wish to keep 
in close touch with campus activities. The big 
thing, however, is to keep in touch. The Uni- 
versity needs the interest of her graduates, and 
the graduates need:^tKe^"verBity.
